Olympia, the capital of Washington 
Territory, is romantically situated on 
one of the southern, not arms, but rather 
fingers of Puget Sound for this wonder- 
ful body of water seems to terminate 
not in a distinct head, like most bodies 
of water in the world, but divides up 
into a number of narrow inlets running 
far up into the main land. On the 
westernmost of these is Olympia, occu- 
pying an admirable sight just above 
high tide, very gently rising for a mile 
back, where it attains the general level 
of the country in that direction. The 
population of the town is some eighteen 
hundred, consisting mostly of settled 
families, who evidently design to remain. 
Their residences are neat, fair, framed 
buildings, generally two story, surround- 
ed by good yards, with neat fences, and 
largely embowered in maple, ornamental 
trees and limited orchards. As rain is 
frequent in summer, everything looks 
very fresh -and fair. Various fruits 
abound, as strawberries, currants, goose- 
berries, raspberries, cherries, plums, ap- 
ples and pears, but no good peaches or 
grapes will here mature. 

The tide at this place is one of the 
curiosities of the region; for this rises 
uniformly to the hight of eighteen feet, 
while each twelve hours a large extent 
of immediate frontage is left bare, as a 
black mud bank. Gradually the great 
forests are being cut away over the site 
of the town, and farther back, till some 
fine farming lands are opened for culti- 
vation. The soil from here south is far 
different from that to the north, being a 
good productive clay; thus for eighty 
miles south, to the Columbia River, the 
lands can be, well cultivated, the only 
difficulty being the great forests. The 
town is evidently to remain the capital 
of the territory, and ever maintain its 
pre-eminence as the first place in the 
territory. Even a railroad terminus to 
the north at Sianiamo cannot well de- 
tract from its growth, even if it should 
build up a larger city. 

Olympia has five weekly papers, of 
which three issue also each a daily: Its 
churches are Congregational, Presbyter- 
jan, Methodist and Romanist. The first 
has only lately been organized, but has 
entered upon its distinctive christian 
work with zeal and with fair prospects 
of great success. An excellent site has 
been obtained, free of debt, and a large 
building upon it, originally put up as a 
Seminary, is to be remodeled into a fine 
and proportional church. Rey. Mr. 
Huntington has been unanimous] y chosen 
to lead them in public worship and in 
_ religious effort. Their Sunday-school 

S commenced with a good number of 
the young—near forty. Superintendent, 


have places of worship, though the 
Presbyterians are remodeling and much 
improving theirs at this time. They, 
with the Methodists, have enjoyed a sea- 
son of especial religious interest this past 
winter, during which, and since, some 
have—thirty made profession of religion 
by uniting with the church.

The great railroad of the north, to 
connect Puget Sound with Lake Super- 
ior, is awakening much attention in W.T, 
It is now complete from Kalama on the 
Columbia River, northward, to Tenino, 
sixteen miles southeast of Olympia, from 
where it is to continue down the Sound, 
back evidently from the shore, till it 
will be carried as near the British Col- 
umbia line as possible; then to have 
branches run from this main trunk to 
touch at Olympia, at Stillicoom, at Seat- 
tle, at Mickeltoe, and a few other places, 
possibly; thus securing the land bonus, 
by the main trunk, and the town bonuses, 
as termini, securing all that is possible 
of land and city frontage. This seems 
the plan since conditional terms have 
been made with the people of each town 
to this effect. This road is to prove of 
vast importance to Washington Terri- 
tory ; and well may it receive all reason- 
able aid. It isa well built road; but 
must involve great expense in its con- 
struction through so dense a _ fuvrest 
region.

Such were 
Simon Magus and Elymas mentioned in 
the Acts. These magi, however, ap- 
pear to have been honest and earnest. 
The number of them is unknown. Some 
say three, since they presented three 
sorts of gifts to the infant Christ, gold, 
frankinscense, and myrrh. Chrysostom 


considers there were twelve. There 
must have been at least two. 

60: 3-10, sup- 
pose them to have been kings.

V.2. A general expectation had for 
a long while prevailed in the east that a 
great personage or deliverer would 
about this time appear. Suetonus thus 
affirms the general belief to be that 
‘“‘ about this time one should come forth 
from Juda who would subdue the world.” 


Tacitus also uses similar language, 
and Virgil in his fourth eclogue sings of 


a * divine royal boy soon to appear, un- 
der whose sway, the serpent shall die, 
the vestiges of guilt be swept away, 
earth released from fear, and the great 
series of ages begin anew.” The nations 
at this time were clearly in the throes 
of desire, and on the tiptoe of expecta- 
tion for the advent of a great deliverer. 
This general feeling it was which led 
these eastern magi to consider ‘that the 
star they saw heralded this advent. 

“ Star in the East.” Three principal 
views are held regarding this phenom- 
enon. Ist. That it was a miraculous 
appearance in the sky like a star. 2d. 
That it was a meteor or comet. And 
3d. That it was (as suggested by Kep- 
ler) the conjunction of Jupiter, Saturn 
and Mars in the constellation Pisces 
which octurred A. U. C. 747 and 8. 
Christ was born according to the most 
accurate reckoning A. U. C. (in the 
year of Rom.) 750, two years after the 
date of the above mentioned conjunc- 
tion ; and we learn from Matt. 2: 16, 
that the Magi saw the star two years be- 
fore they reached Bethlehem. The con- 
junction when they first beheld it ap- 
peared doubtless in the horizon, but 
on reaching Jerusalem three years 
later, it stood in the zenith and as they 
went from Jerusalem to Bethlehem, it 
seemed to go before and stand over the 
the house which had been pointed out 
to them as the one that contained the 
child. Jehovah condescended thus to the 
astronomy of these Persian savans and 
used their science to lead them to His 
son. 

V. 3. Herod was not a Messianic Jew, 
One waiting and longing for the 
Messiah. Uulike the Maccabean kings 
who preceded him, he cared more for 
himself than for his nation. He was 
troubled lest this new comer should 
wrest from his grasp the royal sceptre.

Eprrors . Paciric:—Horace Greeley 
never was @ “ free-lover”? in any such 
sense as to cast reproach on the marriage 
relation, or in the least weaken its strong 
obligations, or call in question its radi- 
cally benevolent arrangements.

that he would tell them what he knew 
about farming or about anything what- 
ever.

But the system of theology which he

But when in- 
dispensable, effective action, demanded 
the utter abandonment of self-seeking, 
and a full pledge of entire consecration 
to everlasting right, at whatever cost, 
then the weak philosophy of Horace 
Greeley’s theology made him a mere 
child of fluctuating circumstances. It is 
easy to see that he was the very person to 
be the pliant tool of deeply crafty poli- 
ticians. Such designers planned to “ use 
him.’ That emphasized and quoted 
phrase is one which those who continued 
to curse him, in the State of Virginia, 
significantly used concerning him. So 
many honest people thought Mr. Greeley 
the very, man as President, to reform the 
nation, that they thought that all those 
wily schemers could he defeated. — 

_ Horace Greeley has escaped from all 
earthly assaults, seductive contrivances, 
and political tumults. He has left two 
prominent lessons to mankind. One is 
full of encouragement. Itis this: Be 
awake to enquire, What does the world 
need? The other is full of caution. It 
is this: In deep reverence for t e Law 
given on Mount Sinai, tremble before its 
sentence, and accept of the Lord Jesus 
Christ as the atoning sacrifice—the “ I 
am’? who gave the law on Mount Sinai, 
and as God manifest in the flesh, speaks 
to us in terms of mercy from Calvary..

We come to a great bole in the ground, 
apd get into a big basket, bung by stou' 
chains to a windlass. Down, down we 
go. It grows blacker and blacker, and 
fs quite dark by the time we touch th: 
‘bottom. Here passage-ways run off ip 
every direction,olten crossing each other 
like the streets of a-town, On each sid: 
of these are caves, where the coal is dug 
ont. Thick pillars are left between, to 
hold up the roof.

The coal is 
put into tubsropning on wooden wheels, 
and dragged to the foot of the. shaf 
Those who do this are called “potters.”’

How sboulJ you like it, children who go 
to school and play on the grass in th 
sunsbine ? 

Then there are dangers down in the 
mine which do sot bappen to people 
above ground. Foul air sometimer 
chok:s the men to d ath; water tome- 
times spou's up and drowns them; anc 
sometimes part of a mine ‘caves in.’ 
This is called a ‘crush.’

We congratulate our Northern bretb- 
ren on the successful issue of their pro- 
c-edings thus far, and trust that wha: 
is now submitted as a project may soou 
become an accomplished tact. I1t will 
be seen that our own plan of Church 
government has been copied to a con- 
siderable extent, and wherein theirs dif- 
fers from ours we decidedly prefer it, 
The name we would shorten by drop- 
ping the first word; as presented it is 
too long, and the fact indicated by the 
word “united” will not require such a 
perpetuation. 

The distribution into terri‘orial bod. 
ies like our anuual conferences is de- 
cidedly better than the consolidation 
that obtains in the British Conference,

This volume is the fruit, as the author 
tells us, of six months exercises with the 
ladies’ Bible class in’ the church, to 
which Dr. Hall ministers, It consists 
of answers to twenty-five questions of 
the day. Some of these questions may 

be given as specimens of the rest. “Is 
the race one? How far has man fallen ? 
How can God be known? Has fear a 
place in religion? How much ritual is 
there in the New Testament? _ Is spirit- 
ualism in the Bible? What have the 
old Catholics to do?” The aim of Dr 
Hall is to answer such questions as these 
on Biblical principles and mainly in the 
Biblical light. But he is no narrow, un- 
observing thinker. He is candid, fairin 
treatment of his subject, and while de- 
cided, is courteous in speech. These 
themes are of course treated in no elab- 
orate way ; they are spoken of as a wise 
pastor or father would speak of current 
topics, and of a full mind and earnest 
heart. Not a bit of sensation or smart- 
ness is here, but good sense and firm 
conviction of the truth as it is in the 
evangelical doctrine.

Rev. Joseph P. Thompson, D.D., 
has been delivering a series of lectures 
at Berlin, on the relation between Church 
and State in the United States. The 
discourses have been listened to by large 
and cultivated audiences, and have 
formed the subject of admiring criticism 
in the German press. ‘The lectures,” 
writes Dr. Hepke, “‘:-were notable both 
in the matter and in the delivery.” The 
proceeds of the course were contributed 
by Dr. Thompson ‘to the fund for the 
erection of a building for students of 
philosophy at the University of Berlin. 
Berlin has thus had the first reading— 
for the lectures were capitally summar- 
ized in the local journals—of a portion 
of a very valuable work by Dr. Thomp- 
son now in press by Messrs. Jas. R. Os- 
good & Co.— Rev. W. H. H. Murray’s 
volumes of sermons have had quite a 
moderate sale, but his ‘“* Adirondacks ” 
reached ten thousand copies, and his an- 
nounced horse-book will probably fare 
as well. It is understood that ex- 
President Woolsey, of Yale, is to write 
a reply to Mr. Caleb Cushing’s “ Treaty 
of Washington.” Mr. Matthew Ar- 
nold’s attempt to reduce the God of the 
Bible to some great righteous force, that 
is impersonal, must be considered a 
great exegetical blindness, whatever be 
its ** sweetness ” or “ light.” Even John 
W. Chadwick, who is one of the left 
wing Unitarians, says in the Register: 
“To us it seems that God is something 
more than Mr, Arnold’s “stream of ten- 
dency,” religion something more than 
emotional or metaphorical morality. 
And if God and religion are to be dis- 
charged from further service, for our- 
selves, we should prefer its being done 
openly and frankly, to their being “al- 
lowed to résign.” Righteousness is 
much, and the God of righteousness is 
a great God. Yet religion is not only 
righteousness, but awe and reverence 
and worship, love and trust and joy, and 
the Being who attracts these great re- 
gards is “the Eternal,” not in “ the 
language of poetry and eloquence ” but 
in the language of intense reality.”

Some of our churches, if not all, have 
by this time received an appeal from the 
Faculty of the Pacific Theological Sem- 
inary, for students, and for the means 
of supporting them while engaged in 
It has become evident 
to them that the number of their pupils 
will be small until provision can be 
made for almost the entire support of 
those who wish to enjoy the advantages 
of the Seminary. The Trustees hope 
this year, by the help of eastern friends, 
to fill up the two endowments and have 
their present property cleared of debt. 
Then they will need two more profes- 
sors and a large beneficent fund. Mean- 
while the appeal is made to meet pres- 
ent necessities and to keep alive the in- 
terest of the churches in the school 
which they have founded. 


A few nights ago we were shown by 
Pres. Gilman, the medal recently loaned 


him by an officer of Cornell University 


in the state of New York. The medal 
is one struck in honor of Bishop Berke- 
ley, about the year 1730, and near the 
time of his sailing from Great Britain 
to the Bermudas, to carry out his pro- 
jected educational scheme. The medal 
is of some white metal resembling silver; 
but not soheavy. It is rather larger than 
a half dollar. On one side are the 
words “ College of the Bermudas incor- 
porated in 1726”; on the other side: 
“ God hath made of one blood all nations 
The medal is no doubt gen. 
uine and is a curious relic of a very re- 
markable man, to whom even Pope 
could ascribe “‘every virtue under 
heaven.” All who are familiar with 
Berkeley’s history know that he con. 
ceived the idea of establishing an insti- 
tution of learning in the delightful cli- 
mate of the Bermudas for the education 
of the natives of America, Central and 
Northern, and the training of them to 
become preachers and missionaries, as far 
as was practicable. He entered with 
enthusiasm on the work. It took sever- 


al years to get a charter, a grant, and 


other assurances of aid. He sailed with 
his charter; he landed in New England 
his funds did not 
come ; his friends grew faint-hearted ; 


he never obtained the funds he needed ; 


never went to the Bermudas to remain ; 
lived awhile in Rhode Island ; and final- 
ly returned to England, having left his 
money, lands and books.in America to 
Various institutions in New England. 
‘May his love of learning, his moral and 
christian virtues flourish at Berkeley in 
California ! 


A trial of considerable interest to 
church members has been before the 
District Court of Sonoma county, in 
which Dr. John Hendley, of the Chris- 
tian Church, was plaintiff, and Rev. 
Alex. Johnson and the elders of the 
church, defendants. The Doctor wasover 
a year ago excommunicated from the 
church, the articles on which he was ex- 
pelled being read before the congregation. 
He claims that he had no trial or means 
of defense, and that the expulsion was 
irregular and malicious, and that this 
public announcement was libelous. A 


large amount of testimony was taken, 


and the entire community was deeply 
excited over the case. A verdict of 
$500 and costs of suit was rendered in 
favor of Dr. Hendley. A few years 
ago Dr. White prosecuted the Howard 
Street M. E. Church in this city under 
a similar state of things, and lost his 
suit. Recently in Ireland a Roman 
Catholic priest, Father “O’Keefe, has 
prosecuted the Archbishop for reading 
him out of office under circumstances 
tending to his disgrace, and has obtain- 
ed damages to the amount of one farth- 
ing, by which, of course, he virtually 
loses the case. We think the Sonoma 
case ought to be appealed and the judg- 
ment reversed, unless there was some- 
thing in the process of discipline en- 
tirely wrong and out of order. The 
expulsion of an erring member from a 
church is something done in sorrow 
and reluctantly, not in malice or with 
a hasty temper, and therefore lacks the 


cannot think that these church officers 
intended to injure Dr. Hendley, and 
they ought, therefore, to have been ac- 
quitted. Injury to him may have pos- 
sibly been the result of the proceeding, 
but that was his misfortune and not 
their fault. 


The trial of the captain and mates of 
the ship Crusader has resulted in finding 
them guilty of manslaughter. The ver- 
dict is just; perhaps the punishment will 
be too light. We are privately but 
credibly informed that three persons have 
died virtually if not directly, from inju- 
ries inflicted on them by the officers of 
the Crusader. All of the chief officers 
of this ship seem to have heen hard and 
cruel men. When all are so, the poor 
sailors have a sad time of it. Generally, 
one or more of the officers, who in turn 
take charge of the ship, will be a kind 
and cour‘e pe:sn and will modify and 
molify the treatment of the men, partic- 
ularly that of any weakly or sickly ones. 
And now comes the ship Hdwin James, 
and her captain is on trial for alleged 
cruelty, and so on. We are aware that 
these prosecutions of the officers of ships 
are sometimes uncalled for and malic- 
ious; but we are sorry to believe that 
the abuse of sailors by sea captains is a 
very common and a very mean thing. 
Good food, good treatment and enough 
of both, assure the success of voyages, 
and save the conscience of officers. 


“ Uncertain” and designing white men 
are at the bottom of most of the illswith 
which our country is afflicted. Congress- 
man Luttrell is satisfied that white men 
caused all our trouble with the Modocs ; 
and those who have the means of know- 
ing best, believe that our Mexican border 
troubles are formented by those who 
hope to bring on a war or a negotiation 
to purchase without a war. They are 
in the business, some for money, some 
for office, and some for the excitement 
of the thing, and not a few for the sake of 
fat contracts and shares of plunder. No 
doubt the Mexicans of the Rio Grande 
frontier are guilty raiders and deserve se- 
vere punishment ; but their government 
can do nothing with them, nor can ours— 
very much. Nor are the border troubles 
the only ones. Protestantism has been 
having some successes in Mexico in the 
very recent years, and now the social 
and ecclesiastical machineries are put to 
the miserable work of persecution, en- 
dangering the peace and the lives of 
Americans in various cities of that coun- 
try, and sadly interfering with the good 
work in which they are engaged. There 
are, too, claims of our government 
which have been allowed by arbitration 
and not paid as yet, and other claims, 
not allowed, which are not silenced. It 
is obvious that if Mexico ever pays, she 
must pay in land and not ‘in money. 
She has in her northern states millions 
of acres and a sparse population, serving 
her little except in ministering to her 
pride. These could be spared. We 
favor the purchase of them, -even at 
what might be called a forced sale. We 
do not wish them gotten by war, nor by 
any foul means. -_We wish them pur- 
chased and handsomely paid for. If 
Mexico is not willing to sell them we 
would have them remain as they are, 
and soldiers placed all along the border 
to keep the peace. 


The vastness of our territory and the 
breadth which our information must take 
and our sympathies cover, is evinced by 
the accounts we are now receiving of 
the weather, the crops and the phenom. 
ena in the various sections, In the Gulf 
states of the south we hear of excessive 
rains and of a consequent injury to the 
crops, particularly to the cotton. In the 
northern and eastern states the drouth is 
serious and may destroy many of the 
crops unless rains fall soon. A result 
of the long dry weather is seen in the 
great forest fires of north Michigan, 
which have just devastated townships 


and counties, destroying with all the rest | 


criminal intent, without which no ac- 
tion for libel can be sustained. We] 


a score or two of human beings. Last 
week Cape Cod was on fire, and the 
thin wilds of that sandy peninsula were 
largely burned over. Yet our territory 
is so extended that these extremes of 
climate do not affect us at all, and this 
side of the Rocky mountains the season 
presents no very striking features and 
our meteorology does not. vary much 
from that of an average year. There is 
even an advantage in having a country 
so wide that the same sort of weather 
can not prevail over it at the same time. 
Somewhere it will be dry, and some- 
where it will be wet, and somewhere it 
will be neither, giving us assurance that 
we shall have dry weather products and 
wet weather products, and products of 
neutrality, as well as the conveniences 
and the health which come from 60 cor, 
siderable a variety. However desirable 
this part of the country may be, we are 
far from wishing that the other parts 
were like it. 


Miss Susan B. Anthony vuted last fall

to the instruction of the Judge, who 
holds, ‘“ First— that the privilege of 
voting is derived from the State 
Constitution and not from the Fed- 
eral. Second—that each state is sover- 
eign in the premises, save only as to the 
express restriction imposed by the con- 
stitution of the United States. ‘Third— 
that the amendments have no relation to 
sex, but relate only to ‘ race, color, and 
previous condition of servitude.’ The 
object of the amendments was to invest 
the colored, equally with the white race, 
with political and civil rights. It was 
not to extend the existing privileges of 
the white race so as to include females, 
as well as males, as voters.” The re- 
sult of the trial is one which might have 
been expected. It does not destroy any 
of the rights of women, but only those 
absurd claims to the right of suffrage 
made by some writers for woman, under 
the two amendments to the U. 8. Con- 
stitution last adopted. | 


The Island of Zanzibar, on the eastern 
coast of Africa, twenty-five miles from 
the main land and just south of the 
Equator, is eighteen miles wide, fifty-two 
long and has a Sultan. The other do- 
minions of the Sultan are on the main 
land, and the Islands of Pemba and 
Monfia. This Sultan’s dominions are 
one of the last refuges of the African 
slave trade. Sir Bartle Frere has been 
sent from England and has made a new 
treaty with the Sultan by which this 
traffic is henceforth prohibited. This 
result is a cheering one and is to be at- 
tributed, in a large degree, to the travel- 
er, Dr. Livingstone, who explored the 
country and told the world of the ex- 
tent and horribleness of the trade in 
slaves in that region. These slaves were 
sold into Arabia and various parts of 
India, to the Moslems. It is one of the 
bad features of Mohammedanism, that 
it cherishes slavery as well as polygamy. 
Down with all such religions! 


International Alliance. 


We have had in our possession some 
weeks an ably written pamphlet, entitled, 
“Our Revenue System and the Civil Ser- 
vice—Shall they be Reformed?” It is 
gotten up and sent out by “ The Interna- 
tional Free Trade Alliance,” an organiza- 
tion which has no special relation to any 
other International Society. This Alli- 
ance declares itself organized, ‘‘ To ob- 
tain complete freedom in trade and 
commerce by abandoning the custom 
house system : to provide revenue for the 
government by means of direct taxa- 
tion: to begin civil service reform by 
abolishing the offices identified with the 
6xisting revenue system.” “The Alliance 
holds, that freedom in exchanging the 
products of labor is right, is nceessary 
to the prosperity of the nation, and that 
labor is not free while exchanges are not 
free. And it holds that direct taxa- 
tion is more economical and less corrupt- 
ing than a tariff system, less oppressive 
to the people, and more in harmony 
with the principles of our government.” 
The discussion of these propositions is 
brief and is closed with this appeal: 
“There are many thousands of the peo- 


ple who believe in the universal broth- 


hood.of man; who profess to believe. in 
the doctrine of dealing with others as 
they themselves would be dealt with; 

who acknowiedge the obligation ‘ to 
preach the gospel to every creature’ 
by sending abroad the missionary of the 
Cross; who believe in a time when 
righteousness and peace shall prevail in 
all the earth. It is certain that the 
breaking away of all selfish barriers be- 
tween the nations must precede the in- 
coming ‘of that day. Then surely the 
appeal which we make to the Christian 
men of the land, for codperation in har- 


mony with their. faith, will not be un-|

almost to a revolution. We are not so 
sure as we might be, that the change 
would be wise. We have been taught 
that a tariff for revenue with some little 
incidental protection, was the best way 
in which to get means for sustaining the 
government and encouraging any man- 
ufacturing industry in its infancy. The 
prejudices of our education still linger. 
We believe the masses of the people are 
as well content to pay taxes indirectly 
through a tariff as they would be to 
pay them directly to a collector, provid- 
ed the tariff duties are moderate in 
amount. As to the relative amounts of 
corruption in a customhouse system, 
‘and a direct collection system there is 
nothing certainly .known. As buman 
nature is, the handling of the govern- 
ment’s money is a dangerous business 
whatever the system, and there is cheat- 
ing and stealing in all sorts of ways. 
Nevertheless, we should like to have the 
experiment tried, and areso far in favor 


| of free trade, direct taxation and a civil 


service reform. We want also our minis- 
ters recalled, and the office of ambassa- 
dor abolished, except in emergencics. 
The Consuls at the chief cities can _per- 
form all the necessary duties of minis- 
ters resident at foreign courts, — 


Week-Day Lecture, 
BY THE REV. A. L. STONE, D.D. 
Wednesday Evening, June 25th, 1873. 

We are often very impatient concern- 
ing the movements of God to favor the 
right, to punish the wrong, to vindicate 
his own character, and bring in the days 
of deliverance and salvation. It some- 
times seems to us as though our prayers 
were unheard or unheeded, the divine 
pledges forgotten and God indifferent to 
the story of earth, We almost apply 
to him the terrible irony spoken by Eli- 
jah to the prophets of Baal : “‘ Either he 
is talking, or he is pursuing, or he is in 
a journey, or peradventure he sleepeth 
and must be awakened.” Our concern 
is not so much for our comfort and re- 
lief, as for the thoughts of men in refer- 
ence to the government of the Supreme. 


boldened to ask: ‘‘Where is the promise 
of his coming? For since the fathers 
fell asleep, all things continue as they 
were?” 

Our concern is needless, and our im. 
patience most unwise. It almost im- 
plies a lack of faith and confidence. 

God will “‘ hasten it in his time.” He 
has his time fixed. That is enough to 
steady faith and hope. The time being 
fixed, it is always drawing nearer. The 
time being fixed, deliverance is certain. 
The blessing is delayed, but it will come. 
The judgment is suspended, but it will 
fall. God is silent, but he will speak. 
He is motionless, but he will arise. __ 

His time is best. It fits, not our fret- 
fulness, but the scale of the divine opera- 
tions. It is made up to meet the happy 

conjunctions of a universal providence. 
Our emendations would come in awk- 
wardly. Weshould makea world when 
there was no orbit prepared for its mo- 
tion. We should construct an engine 
when there was no track laid for its run- 


| ning; or lay the track when there was 


no engine to run on it; or bring both 
engine and track together when there 
was no steam for motive force. So if 
we were consulted, the interpositions we 
should invoke would be shorn of half 
their effects. Better to wait God’s time 
and take the full avails he means to se- 
eure. 

Often his delays are the fruit and 
token of his forbearance. The cup of 
iniquity is not full. The world has not 
groaned with the evil as to appreciate 
the severity of its chastisement. And 
then what if the wrong doer should be 
brought to repentance and not to the 
block ? We want a quick execution. It 
may be because we do not love as God 
loves. He spares in mercy that he may 
recover. If we had his thunderbolts we 
should launch them right and left, and 
smite down the workers of evil, red- 
handed. If they can be subdued by 
kindness and won on to. loyalty and 
friendship, that is better. 

The postponement of action may be 
connected with our best training. Faith 
is strained and strengthened. Constancy, 
the quality that holds on and holds out 
is tried and confirmed. Weare put ur- 
on a.process of self-searching and find 
our motives mingled and our’ spirits 
needing chastening. In this way our 
humility is perfected and our dutifulness, 
God waits because he would subsidize 
forces that are not yet in the field. His 
chosen agencies have not appeared. The 
agencies at work are inadequate. Or if

duced. Our doing, whether’ it’ touches 
the consummation of enterprise or not, 
is the thing of price. To be active and 
diligent in the field, to bear the heat 
and burden of the day, even if we bring 
in no sheaves, shall not fail of its re- 
ward. There is a great deal of field 
work beside reaping and binding. Many 
a laborer will have a large and bright 
reward who never shared the joy of har- 
vest. The work is what God honors not 
its fruitfulness ; our fidelity against evil 
though the evil keeps its place. The 


fore the fortress is won, will wear as 
green a laurel ashe who mounts the 
breach and plants the banner on the 
walls. We may well be content to bide 
God’s time for the issues that inspire 
our diligent endeavors. 

Don’t let us fret then, or worry that 
God’s time is not ours. Don’t try to 
hurry the divine movement. Toil on 
stoutly and patiently and let God ar- 
range the end. Don’t doubi him if he 
postpone the end. And never despair 
of “the good time coming” if behind 
the far horizon no ray of the rising dawn, 
through all the night of our watching 
and waiting, brighten the Orient !

More or Herworta.—The “ outlook- 
er’ in the Hxaminer says the plate col- 
lections are large.

Out- 
ward reverence is not one of his studies. 
His common dress, kicking his overshoes 
off on the platform, and the avoiding of 
the conventional usages of the pulpit, 
give to his services an air of independ- 
ence, if not of indifference. His slow, 
distinct and emphatic method of speak- 
ing reminds one of Booth, who is said 
to be Mr. Hepworth’s model. There is 
just now a little jar between the two el- 
ements that make up Mr. Hepworth’s 
congregation. The wealthy portion 
came from the Unitarian church on 
Park Avenue. These do not accept the 
new departure, but have a personal re- 
gard for the partor. Thss body-guard 
has a controlling influence, and thus far 
fills the Board of Trustees, nine in num- 
ber. The church have no place on this 
Board, but demand a position. The 
terms of three of the members expire, 
and the church wish the vacancy filled 
from their own body. The pastor has 
expressed a desire publicly that the out- 
going Trustees shall be returned as they 
are wealthy, and are his personal friends.
